Oraize gifts totaling $1.3 million. 

That’s the first big report on PC’s 
$10 million Second Century Fund as 
the local Clinton area kicks off the 
campaign and trustees start adding 
their support. 

These advanced subscriptions propel 
this major fund-raising program to a 
fast start in anticipation of Synod-wide 
efforts starting in January. Eleven 
presbyteries in Georgia and South 
Carolina already have their organiza- 
tions forming to work church-by-church 
for Presbyterian College during the first 
quarter of 1977. The other two presby- 
teries—Atlanta and Charleston—have 
the drive scheduled for early 1978. 

The hometown Clinton area under 
County Co-Chairman George H. Cor- 
nelson has subscribed $503,274 as of 
mid-November. More is expected in 
the weeks ahead, and the City of Lau- 
rens part of Laurens County under 
County Co-Chairman Thomas D. Todd 
plans to conduct its PC drive before 
Christmas. 


100% Support by Faculty 


The PC faculty and adminis- 
tration joined 100 percent in 
support of the campaign in a 

, campus drive which pro- 


duced $44,102. Unusually high 
participation also came from din- 
ing hall and maintenance person- 
nel. Librarian Lennart Pearson 
served as campus chairman. 


Advanced gift efforts have found 16 
members of the 33-member board of 
trustees subscribing thus far, while the 
remainder plan to make their pledges 
in the near future. Members of the 
board of visitors also are making early 
commitments. 


General Campaign Chairman C. W. 
Anderson, a trustee from Clinton, indi- 
cates he is pleased with the opening 
response. He looks for it to provide 
great momentum for the church phase 
early next year. 

The main objective of the Second 
Century Fund is to raise funds for en- 
dowment to increase financial aid for 
worthy students in need, to strengthen

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the faculty and to enrich the curriculum. 

This $10 million effort is PC’s great- 
est single capital drive and the final 
stage of a 25-year development pro- 
gram designed to culminate in the 1980 
centennial year. Earlier stages have 
added almost $15 million to PC’s total 
assets and produced here an expanded 
campus with the most modern under- 
graduate facilities.

Annual Giving Hits $178,581 


Annual Giving continues its fast clip through mid- 
November, with $178,581 now subscribed by 1,677 donors.

he Robert M. Vance Chair of Business Administration 

is being established at Presbyterian College to honor 

a longtime trustee, friend and benefactor of this school. 

A $300,000 gift from the Bailey Foundation of Clinton 
underwrites the designation. 


Made as part of the local campaign for the Second 
Century Fund, this gift represents the largest single PC 
contribution by the Foundation which has supported the 
College generously over the years. 


President Marc C. Weersing said the designation of the 
Vance Chair recognizes a man who has meant more to PC 
than almost any other single individual. As trustee chairman 
from 1957 to 1967, Robert Vance provided energetic leader- 
ship during the most extensive period of development in the 
College’s history. His total years of board service extend 
from 1952 to the present. Dr. Weersing added: 


“The Vance Chair also acknowledges the industrial and 
financial leadership Robert Vance has given his community 
and his state as president and now board chairman of M. S. 
Bailey & Son, Bankers, and as president of Clinton Mills. 
We believe our business and economics department is a most 
appropriate place to have this chair.

Presbyterian 
College awarded Robert Vance an honorary doctor of hu- 
manities degree in 1968. ;
